| PREFACE. 


Courteous Reader , 


Need not acquaint you with the Original and Progreſs of 
MUSICK, and of its Divine Uſe in all Ages, ſince we 
have the Teſtimony of it sn Holy Scripture, both for Ants- 
quity and Adminiſtration in the Church : We cannot doubt 
of the Inventor thereof, ſince Holy Writ has direfed us to Jubal, 
Gen. 4. 2i. Nor can we be better informed of its Uſe in all 
Apes, than by thoſe Songs of Praiſe which Moles and the Children 
of Iſrael ſung at the Owerthrow of the Egyptian Army. Beſides, 
the Pſalms of David are mark'd with Muſical Notes above and 
below, which is a clear demonſtration of Pſalm-ſinging amongt 
the Jews of old. 

Singing of Pſalms was not only a part of the Fewiſh Devotion, 
bur likewiſe a Chriſtian Duty commended ty $:t. Paul who reckons 
Singing of Pſalms, Hynms, and Spiritual Songs, a great mark of 
Converſion. 'Ty commanded by $t. James, ch. 5. v. 13. If any 
man be afflicted, let him pray ; if any be merry, ler him ting 
Pſalms. And this kind of Devotion the common People are 


' moſt intent upon ; to Inſtru# whom, was the main Defign of this 


Book. 


I ſpall now briefly ſem: you ſomething of the Pſalms, and 
their Tanes. þ : 


Firſt, As to the Tunes, they are nesther ſwift nor ſlow, but of 
a fit mean between Dulneſi and Precipitancy , and therefore well 
becoming the Solemnity of this Service. And a for thoſe uſed in 
England, they equa!, if not exceed, thoſe of Foreign Countries. 
They are call d by the Places Names where they were moſt in uſe, as

The Preface. 


London, York, St. David's, &c. ſuch Tunes being formerly ſung 
to all Pſalms of 8 and 6 Syllables. My. Ravenſcrott we the firſt 
I know of that compiled the whole Book of Pſalms, and Spiritual 
Hymns, into one entire Coileftion : And becauſe moſt of them were 
of two Parts, (viz. Tenor and Baſs,) be, with ſeveral eminent 
Maſters, compoſed two Upper ones , and ſo publiſhed them in 
four Parts ; Yet his Method, tho Excellent in thoſe times, 1s not 
fo much approved of in our days. 

For, Firſt, The Plain-Song Tune 3s with him the Tenor, and 
prick'd with the C fa ut Cliff, which generally moves into the ſe- 
cond, third, or fourth Line at pleaſure, being very difficult to 
Scholars of an ordinary Capacity. 

And, Secondly, With the inconventence of that Cliff, and the 
ill cuſtem of reading the Words in a continued Tone or Uniſon in 
moſt Churches, Confuſion and Diſcord unavoidably attends ſuch 
Compoſitions of four Parts. 

To remedy which,Mr. John Playford altered the Tenor or Plain + 
Tine to a Treble Cliff, and omitted one Part, knowing three to 
be ſufficient : Yet (reſerving the Refpeft due to ſo worthy a Man) 
T have prick'd only two Parts, (viz. Treble and Baſi,) which con- 
tain a perfeft Harmony, and eafier learn'd and well Performed 
than more Parts, it agreeing with modern Praftiſe. And ſuch 
as deſire a Third Part, may have i#t prick'd at the end of their 
Book,, there being Ruled Paper affixed zo it for that purpoſe, 


Secondly, As to the Pſalms, they are the vulgar Verſion of 
Hopkins and Sternhold, &c. which being thought to bave been 
well done in their Age, yet Time has introduc'd many new Wards, 
and laid afide the old ; fo that many of them are hard to be un« 
derſtcod through a long diſuſe. For Inſtance 3 in Pſalm I.

Where the word Read has probably been proper enough for 
Counſel and Advice, yet we ſhall find very few Country People

The Preface, 


This grand defeRt of plain Language way in great meaſure 
ſupplied by that worthy Promoter of good Muſick, Mr. J. Playford, 
in his Book of Pfalms #n three Parts ; and in ſome particular 
Pſalms by the aforeſaid Lord Biſhop of Lincoln : Out of whoſe 
Labours I have endeavoured to make all as plain as poſſible, with- 
ont much Alteration, making uſe of plain Wards in many places 
3n ſtead of obſcure ones. I was adviſed by ſome Friends to make 
uſe of Dr. Patrick's Verſion, who told me , There would be very 
ſpeedily an AR of Parliament for the annexing it to the Bibles 3 
which ſhall be altered in a ſecond Impreſſion if ever it ſo happen. 

T have made choice only of the moſt material Verſes in ſame 
particular Pſalms, where the Senſe and Matter is plain and 
quickening, that ſo the Price of the Book might not go beyond 
the Purſes of ſuch as have occaſion to uſe it, and that it might 
be the more portable in ſo ſmall a Volume. If it be ſo accepted 
& to do Good, and Inſtrut, I have my End. 


Laſtly, Thoſe who ſhall make uſe of theſe Books, may ſmg 
without the Scots way of reading the Words, and do it in a 
ſtanding Poſture, letting their Hearts be raviſhed with the Har« 
mony of God's Love and Goodneſi, whilſt their Voices are joyned 
in his Praiſes ; that having perfeAly learned their Parts here, 
they may at laſt come to jom with the Heavenly Chors, and fing 
Hallelujahs to all Eternity.
